IMPORTANT ARREST MADE 


BY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


By far the most important arrest yet made by the 


police department was that of Elmalene Watha, colored, 
age 51, said to be a native of Hayti, who was placed in a 


mistakes that were made. All of the mistakes were not 
one-sided by any means. 


In the first place, honest, reasonable men criticised 


the Rose local option law. Their criticism was based upon 
experience elsewhere, and results proved that their criti- 
cism was well founded.

A majority of the voters— 
over 1500 of them—voted "wet," but the rural precincts 
reversed this majority and by their votes made Licking 
county "dry". The trouble arose over the enforcement 
of an unpopular law, and the administration elected by 
the liberal vote, was inclined to deal leniently—too 
leniently—with the situation. It is not an excuse we are 
offering, but a reason, for this condition. 


Beyond doubt a mistake was made in sending to the 


city a force of men from Cleveland to raid the saloons. 
Their presence inflamed the already excited people and 
their force was not sufficient to control the situation. 


A mistake was made in not dispersing the crowd Fri- 


day afternoon and evening before it assumed the propor- 
tions of a mob, and in not advising the state authorities of 
the condition ,so that troops could have been held in read 
iness for any emergency. 


~~ Sheriff Linke is honest in saying that tc have shot into 


the crowd at the jail would have meant the loss of perhaps 
a dozen or more lives, and while there are differences of 
opinion on this point, those who know Mr. Linke know 
he is not only honest, but fearless. He may have erred, but 
he did not err from cowardice.
